Whereas, we believe the students deserve strong leaders in positions of authority within the 
school district; 

Whereas, we support teachers in their efforts to collectively bargain; 

Whereas, we support the community school model; 

Whereas, we are against privatization and corporatization of public schools; 

Whereas, we are against tunneling of public school monies to charter schools; 

Whereas we support local formative assessments over standardized testing; 

Whereas, we support proper resources in helping our English Language Learners;
